On Sept. 28, 1952, life may have 
seemed hopeless, but now Mrs. 
Grover Wilson of Old City road, 
San Rafael, a victim of infantile 
paralysis, can drive an auto and 
do her own housework. 
Her recovery is the result of 
patient and understanding care 
paid for out of the funds collect­ 
ed each year in the March of 
Dimes which is conducted nation­ 
ally by the Foundation for Infan­ 
tile Paralysis. Local polio drive, 
now under way, is being conducted 
in every Marin community. Fund­ 
raising events of a public nature 
have been planned. Mrs. Lester 
Wolf, Ross, is general chairman 
for the county. 
It was a year ago last Septem­ 
ber that Mrs. Wilson, the mother 
of a boy now eight years old, 
found out she had contracted 
polio. A few days later she was a 
patient at Marin General Hospital, 
place destined to be her home 
for the next seven months. 
The day she arrived at the hos­ 
pital she was moved into an iron 
fclung and she remained in it for 
five weeks. The real battle back 
to a normal life began after that. 
From the iron lung she was 
moved into a rocking bed where 
she remained another five weeks. 
Both these pieces of expensive 
equipment are just a few of the 
materials that are purchased by 
the dimes given to fight this dis­ 
ease. Other funds are directed to­ 
ward educational and preventive 
programs. 
Mrs. Wilson required a special 
nurse to be on duty at her bed­ 
side for 24 hours a day. Such 
special nursing care became a part 
of her daily life for 11 long weeks. 
Then a day nurse was required 
for another month. 
Treatment given her included 
hot packs, whirlpool baths and 
other physical therapy all avail­ 
able at the hospital. Because of 
this care she was able to leave the 
hospital on May 3, 1953. But it was 
still too early for her to go home 
to care for her son, and husband, 
who is in business for himself as 
an excavator. 
She took up residence at the 
May T. Morrison Center for Re­ 
habilitation in San Francisco. Liv­ 
ing there as a dormitory patient, 
she was fitted for long leg braces 
and she received advanced therapy 
in rehabilitation. Once again she 
learned to use her crippled legs. 
While at the center she learned to 
run a home efficiently from a 
wheelchair or crutches. 
Last October she became an out­ 
patient of the center. She returned 
to her home and now does the 
family washing, ironing and cook­ 
ing. She can drive her own car, 
especially equipped so that she

Ferry Boats May Disappear

Veteran Will Hear Why 


His Taxes Were Doubled 


R.chard St. John, a Mill Valley 
taxpayer who protested to County 
Supervisor Vera Schultz that he 
was deprived of his veteran’s tax 
exemption, soon will get a formal 
reply to his compjjdnt. 
County 
Assessor George 
Hall 
read the draft of a four-page let­ 
ter 
to 
St. John at Tuesday’s 
meeting of the Board of Supervis­ 
ors. 
Hall maintains that his office 
*akes every <Tep humanly possible 
to remind veterans th at they must 
a >ply annually for their property 
tax exemptions. 
St. John got a stiff jolt when 
he received his most recent tax 
bill. It was more than double the 
previous one. Hall explained it all 
this way: 
Not long after St. John purchas­ 
ed the property in January of last 
year, he got a tax bill. It represent­ 
ed only the serond installm ent of 
1952 taxes, since the previous own­ 


er had (1) paid the first install- ' 
ment and <2) applied for and re- j 
ceived his own veterans’ tax ex- ; 
emption. 
When St. John got his first full 
tax bill last mont, it (1) rep­ 
resented 
both 
installm ents 
and j 
*2» reflected NO tax exemption, 
since Hall’s office has no record 
of St. John ever having applied for 
the exemption as required by law. 
“Wc have investigated this case 
and found th at the assessor did 
everything he was required to do 
and more," County Veterans’ Ser­ 
vice officer W. P. Duhamel told 
the supervisors. 
“A lot of people »till don’t know 
they have to apply for the exemp­ 
tion every year. It doesn't carry - 
over,” he added.

Concerted Action Needed 
To Save State Park Funds 


Shoreline Planning Association, an organ­ 


ization dedicated to preserving scenic and 


recreation sites along California’s coastline 


for perpetual public use and en joyment, has 


sounded a new call to arms. 
T he long-established program for using 


tidelands oil rovalties to acquire, develop 


and maintain these state beaches and parks 


faces a new possible threat. 
This potential threat arises from the es­ 


tablishment of a legislative “Committee on 


Impounded Funds from Tidelands and Sub­ 


merged Lands/* This committee, headed by 
Assemblyman Stanley T . Tom linson of San­ 


ta Barbara, was set up for the “reconsidera­ 
tion” of the stare’s traditional policy of using 


tidelands oil royalties only for beach and 


park recreational facilities. 


“ It is our belief,” say the Shoreline plan­ 


ning group, “that strong repiesentations will 


be made to break down the present code.” 


So the assoc iation has sounded a new call 


to arms. Members are asked to communicate 


with Assembhman Tom linson, urging him 


to “stand fast” against anv effort to divert 


the^e tidelands ro\alties to other uses. 
1 his it was that San Rafael city council 


hcaid a letter the other night from the 


Shoreline Association, urging the city to take 


a stand against diverting these funds. 
At last \ear’s annual meeting of the Marin 


Conservation League, State Park Commis­ 


sioner Charles Kasch, of Ukiah, warned that 


forces already were at work to engineer a 


change in the laws goserning use of tide­ 


lands rovalties. He explained how this law 


and these funds are the cornerstone of the 


state park system in California. 


W ith all this in mind, it seems to us that 


the city council—and any other public or 


pri\ate bodv in the county interested in pre­ 


serving Marin’s recreational areas—should 


lose no time in following the advice of the 


Shoreline Planners. 
Because the League of California Cities 


declined to take a stand on the matter, San 


Rafael City Council chose not to act imme­ 


diately. W e hope that by their next meeting, 


our councilmen will have familiarized them­ 


selves with this matter and will act in accord­ 


ance with what seems to us to be the best 


interests of Marin.

United States and So^et U nion teptc^cn- 


tathes in W adiington are discussing the pro­ 


cedure of returning to I . S. control 186 
naval craft furnished to Russia under the 


World W ar II lend-lease program. T h e Rus­ 
sians have repeatedly agreed to return these 


186 ships, which are less than one-third of 


the 585 naval craft turned over to Russia 
under lend-lease. 


Of the other ships. 50—three icebreakers 


and 27 frigates—have lieen returned. An ad­ 
ditional frigate has been reported lost. Re­ 


ported lost during the war are 36 other naval 


craft; 20 are reported lost since the war. Cer­ 
tificates of destruction have Wen turned over

Atom Plan 


Different

David 
Lilienthal’s 
proposal, 
which he broadcast last Satur­ 
day evening, Is interesting and 
worthy of respect. But it differs 
radically from the President’s 
proposal. 
Lilienthal would like the Unit­ 
ed Nations to 
e s t a b lish an 
agency for the 
production and 
research in the 
peaceable uses 
of atomic en­ 
ergy 
b e f o r e 
n e g o t iations 
with the Soviet 
Un i o n h a v e 
been complet­ 
ed. This is just 
what the President did not pro­ 
pose. The fundamental condition 
of his proposal is that “the So­ 
viet Union must, of course, be 
one” of those “principally in­ 
volved” in developing the plans 
of the agency. 
It would be a great pity, in my 
view, if here or abroad Lilien- 
thal’s proposal were to become 
confused with the President’s. 
For it leaves out what is essen­ 
tial in the President’s conception 
and it introduces an amendment 
which can add only to the dis­ 
cord and trouble of which we 
already have plenty. 


I F 
LILIENTHAL’S 
proposal 
were based on the special knowl­ 
edge which he acquired as chair­ 
man of the Atomic Energy Com­ 
mission, I would not venture to 
differ with him so sharply. But 
what he is proposing is not in 
the technical field of atomic en­ 
ergy but in the general field of 
international relations. 
He is advising the President to 
ask Hie United Nations to set up 
the Atomic Energy agency im­ 
mediately — without waiting to 
negotiate the matter fully to a 
conclusion with the Soviet Union. 


WHAT MAKES him think that 
the United Nations would do that 
if we ask it? 
Which of the nations among 
the members of the United Na­ 
tions would vote for such a pro­ 
posal and themselves participate 
in the agency? 
Would the Arab-Asian bloc go 
out of its way on our invitation 
to inflict such a gratuitous af­ 
front upon the Soviet Union? 
How many of our 
allies 
in 
NATO 
does 
Lilienthal 
think 
could be lined up for his pro­ 
posal? 
The very act of our adopting 
such a proposal would at one 
stroke undo the main good that 
was done 
by 
the 
President’s 
speech. 


THE MAIN GOOD was a clar­ 
ification and vindication of the 
motives of the United States. 
The immense volume of good will 
which came from all the world, 
so great th at it made its impres­ 
sion inside the Kremlin, would 
be deeply jeopardized. F<5r what 
had been an invitation to see if 
the division of mankind can be 
transcended would have become 
simply one more among the many 
agencies for conducting the cold 
war. 
Agencies for conducting th e . 
cold war, such as the Marshall 
Plan, NATO, Military Aid and 
the like are necessary. But in es­ 
tablishing them we have remem­ 
bered that the United Nations 
is a universal society and we have 
not asked it to sponsor them. 
There is no reason why w e should 
now begin. 


THE PRESIDENTS proposal 
would never have evoked the re­ 
sponse it did had it not been so 
evidently and so sincerely an ef­ 
fort to find a little ground of 
accommodation 
o u t s i d e 
the 
trampled fields of the unending 
struggle. It may be, of courre, 
that the Soviet Union cannot or 
will not come on to any ground 
of accommodation. 
But the principle of the Presi­ 
dent's proposal is that it is a 
good thing, good in itself, good 
for the aching spirit of mankind, 
which includes American m an­ 
kind, that the ground of accom­ 
modation should be there and 
should be accessible. 
Let the seed that has been 
sown in it be allowed to lie for 
a while, unforced 
and 
undis­ 
turbed. Let us forego the itch to 
do something by digging it up 
to see if it is sprouting. 


PEACEABLE USES of atomic 
energy will in the long run no 
doubt be great. But there is a 
false urgency in talking as if all 
could be won or lost in the next 
few months. 
What could be won or lost now 
and in the next few months has 
nothing to do with the future 
of atomic energy, but much to 
do with the confidence of men 
all over the world. What m at­ 
ters most is not so much the 
specific plan but its intentions 
and its purpose. 
Being used to disappointment, 
we knew that the Soviet Union 
may refuse to participate no m at­ 
ter how patiently we negotiate 
the issue. If that is to be the 
outcome, we shall, of course, have 
to find another plan. 
But there is no point in start­ 
ing now with another plan which 
would by its very terms cause 
the President's plan to fail.

Hiss Clash 
Jolted U.S. 
(NOTE: Fourth of five ar­ 
ticles on Soviet espionage.)

WASHINGTON (U.R) 
— 
The 
Alger Hiss-Whittaker Chambers 
clash jolted the American people 
into a chilling awareness of So­ 
viet spy rings in the govern­ 
ment. 
The clash between the two 
men began Aug. 3, 1943, when 
Chambers told the House Un- 
American Activities Committee 
that Hiss and several other for­ 
mer government officials had 
been 
members 
of 
an “elite” 
Communist underground cell in 
the government from 1934 until 
1937. 
Hiss, suave and boyish look­ 
ing, was president of the Car­ 
negie Foundation for Interna­ 
tional Peace. He had been high 
In the councils of the State De­ 
partm ent; was an adviser to 
the late President Roosevelt at 
Yalta, and was at former Presi­ 
dent Truman’s elbow at the San 
Francisco UN. charter confer­ 
ence. 


CHALLENGED CHAMBERS 
Hiss steadfastly clung to his 
denial of Chambers’ charge that 
he was once a Communist. He 
challenged Chambers to repeat 
his accusation outside a congres­ 
sional committee hearing where 
he would not be immune from 
being sued for what he said 
Chambers accepted the chal­ 
lenge. On a radio program Aug. 
27, Chambers said that “Alger 
Hiss was a Communist and may 
be now.” 


A 
month later, 
Hiss 
sued 
Chambers for $75,000 in federal 
court in Baltimore for “untrue, 
false, and defamatory” state­ 
ments. 


PRODUCES DOCUMENTS 
Ironically, this suit proved the 
unmasking 
of 
Hiss. Chambers 
was summoned to testify at a 
pre-trial h e a r i n g . Unusually 
sharp questioning of his wife by 
Hiss’ lawyers nettled Chambers. 
The next morning, he obtained 
from his nephew, Nathan Levine, 
a pile of documents, microfilms, 
and memoranda—material r e- 
ceived by Chambers during his 
underground days in the Com­ 
munist party and hidden in an 
unused dumb waiter 
shaft 
in 
Levine's home in Brooklyn for 
10 years. Four of the memos were 
in Hiss’ handwrriting. 


On Nov. 17. Chambers again 
appeared in the office of Hiss 
Baltimore attorney for a pre­ 
trial examination. 


Attorneys for both sides quick­ 
ly realized that the case had 
gone beyond 
a 
mere 
slander 
suit. Justice Department attor­ 
neys were called to take custody 
of the documents and reopen an 
investigation of the case. 


PUMPKIN PAPERS 
On a told night in early De* 
cember, 
Chambers 
led 
house 
committee investigators to his 
farm in-nearby Maryland. There 
in a hollowed-out pumpkin, the 
investigators found microfilmed 
documents. 


Hiss 
was 
indicted 
on 
two 
counts of perjury. His« pleaded 
ndt guilty. On May 31, 1949, the 
first Hiss trial opened in New 
York, it ended in a hung jury 
on July ‘8. 


The second trial began Nov. 17. 
Hiss was convicted Jan. 21, 1950, 
of both perjury counts. He was 
sentenced to five years in prison.

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WHAT READERS SAY: 
Main Contention Of 


Wells Ad Ignored 


EDITOR. 
Independent-Journal: 
In your editorial of Dec. 26 you 
state that 
the 
advertisement 
appealing for clemency for Wes­ 
ley Robert Wells “. . . attacks 
the Adult Authority with a vi­ 
cious charge of illegal action, ob­ 
viously unfounded . . .” May we 
point out that the criticism we 
made was based directly on the 
opinion of U. S. District Judge 
Louis Goodman, rendered July 
2, 1951, tfhich you refer to in the 
editorial but do not quote. He 
said: 
. . By deliberate and de­ 
signed inactivity the Adult Au­ 
thority kept (Wells) in an indef­ 
inite status for the purpose of 
making it possible to impose the 
death penalty upon h im .. . . ” 
We do not pretend to know 
upon 
exactly 
what 
evidence 
Judge Goodman based his deci­ 
sion. But there is one piece of 
corroborative e v i d e n c e with 
which you may not be familiar; 
namely, a letter 
from 
A. H. 
Mundt, then chief deputy dis­ 
trict attorney, County of Sacra­ 
mento, dated Dec. 15, 1944, and 
written to the Adult Authority, 
in which he says in part: “It 
is our recommendation and our 
suggestion th at your authority 
not fix a definite term in this 
case. As long as you fail to do 
so, his (Wells’) maximum sen­ 
tence will remain at life, and he 
will be subject to prosecution 
under the statute which makes 
it a capital offense for a life 
term prisoner to commit an as­ 
sault . . 
In the light of this evidence 
we cannot agree that our charge 
of deliberate and designed inac­ 
tivity made against the author­ 
ity is either vicious or obviously 
unfounded. Your editorial fails 
to come to grips with the main 
contention of the ad that Wells 
was a fictitious life termer be­ 
cause the Adult Authority had 
not set his sentence within the 
legal time limit. 
It is interesting to note that 
Judge A. A. Scott of the Su­ 
perior Court in Los Angeles who 
returned Wells to prison after 
his few months of freedom in 
1942 has recently declared his 
support for Wells. He writes: 
“The 
present 
predicament 
in 
which (Wells) find« himself is 
a real calamity. I have written 
him that I will do all in my 
power to help him, in the hope 
th at in my small way I can 


help to prevent a human trag­ 
edy. . . .” 
May we ask, Mr. Editor, that 
you both print this letter on your 
editorial page, and that you give 
serious thought to reconsideration 
of your position.

Public Ban 


Good For 


Business

SACRAMENTO (CNS) — In 
ft strong opinion involving the 
payment of brokerage fees by an 
insurance company to a stock­ 
broker firm, where a partner of 
the stockbroker firm is also a 
member of the insurance com­ 
pany's board of directors, Attor­ 
ney General Edmund G. Brown 
has upheld a public policy in 
private business. 
The opinion holds that pay­ 
ment of such fees in the circum­ 
stances outlined is illegal. 


IN ADDITION, Brown’s opin­ 
ion covers out-of-state insurance 
firms, and upsets 
an 
opinion 
handed down in 1942 which cast 
doubt on the constitutionality of 
the insurance code on this par­ 
ticular subject. 
The m atter of “doing business 
with one’s self” h,as been the 
subject of discussion in state cir­ 
cles for some 
years. 
It 
was 
brought to the forefront some 
time ago when a ruling was ob­ 
tained that boards of trustees 
of school districts could not do 
business with firms having mem­ 
bers on the boards. 


ONLY RECENTLY, Governor 
Goodwin J. Knight appointed a 
supervisor for Marin County, who 
declined the office a few days 
after his appointment, on the 
grounds that his firm was in­ 
volved in county business. 
Thus more and more, the prin­ 
ciple that those who conduct the 
public’s business must be above 
reproach, gams favor. Actually, 
application 
o f 
the 
principle 
works a hardship in many in­ 
stances, and in some cases, de­ 
prives the public of the services 
of men whose experience is val­ 
uable. 


BUT ON THE 
other 
hand, 
some contend that opening the 
door even where no suspicion 
could be cast might ultimately 
result in operations detrimental 
to the public interest. 
The Brown opinion apparent­ 
ly establishes nothing new in the 
policy that insurance companies 
cannot pay fees to stockbroker- 
age firms where a partner Is a 
member of the insurance com­ 
pany’s board of directors. The 
provision is in the law, and 
Brown's opinion only serves to 
make It more binding. 


AN 
ATTEMPT 
during 
the 
1953 legislative session to break 
down the provision by permitting 
exceptions was made. The legis­ 
lature, pressured by the strong 
insurance lobby in Sacramento, 
passed the bill, but it was vetoed 
by then Governor Earl Warren, 
who said in his veto message: 
“I believe it is not sound prac­ 
tice either in government or in 
a fiduciary relationship to per­ 
mit an officer to contract with 
himself or others to serve his own 
financial interests through his 
official actions.- This principle 
would be violated by this bill, 
which would permit a partner 
or director of a stock exchange 
firm, as a director of an insur­ 
ance company, to deal on be­ 
half of th at company with his 
owm firm and profit financially 
thereby.” 


THE DAY following the veto, 
the state Senate uphel '. W arren’» 
action unanimously. 
Thus, the public policy is be­ 
ing transmitted to private busi­ 
ness concerns, under the theory 
that as long as the private busi­ 
ness Ls regulated by the state, 
that it is the obligation of the 
state to maintain its own prin­ 
ciples.

U.S. Doesn't Count Enough 
Veterans Here, State Avers 


8ACRAMENTO <>P)—The State 
Department of Veterans Affairs 
charged today the U.S. Veterans 
Administration has failed to ob­ 
tain a true count of ex-servicemen 
in California. 
In a special report, the depart­ 
ment said the VA estimates gen­ 
erally fall 400,000 short of its own 
figure—currently 2.075,000. It noted 
the VA count traditionally has 
been less than those of other fed­ 
eral offices. 


The report says in part: 
“It is believed that the 200-bed 
VA General Medical and Surgical 
Hospital authorized by Congress to 
be constructed in San Diego, and 
cancelled by the VA just days be­ 
fore the contract was to be let, 
might well have been built had lt 
not been for the Veterans Admin­ 
istration’s lack of realization of 
the true number of veterans in 
California." 


The report points out also Con­ 
gress in 1946 authorized two 1,000- 
bed hospitals in the Los Angeles, 
and San Francisco areas. But work 
in Los Angeles began only in 1952 
and funds for part of the San 
Francisco unit were authorized 
just last year. 


The department’s survey turned 
up such data as this: 
Twenty per cent of all veterans 
moving from othfr states receiv­ 
ed their bonus payments in Cali­ 
fornia. 
The annual number of tax ex­ 
emptions claimed by veterans in 
California since the end of World 
War II has grown from 202,118 in 
1945 fo 821,312 in 1953.

Speaker Martin predicted that a

But Martin said he expects con­ 
troversy over the President’s pro­ 
posals to keep some taxes at high 


j levels. 
Rep. Price (D-Ill.), called the 
President’s proposals "a hodge­ 
podge of typical GOP promises.” 
Rep. Vinson (D-Ga.), asserted 
that the administration seemed to 
! be "embarking on an economy 
program at the expense of a well- 
rounded defense program.” 


FREQUENT APPLAUSE 
Eisenhower was interrupted by 
frequent bursts of applause—one 
of the loudest greeted his observa­ 
tion that* the fighting had been 
stopped in Korea. 
However, the Congress members 
sat silently as Eisenhower said 
, "we are prepared to meet any 
renewal of armed aggression in 
Korea.” 
They applauded his assertion 
that "we shall also continue mili­ 
tary and economic aid to the Na­ 
tionalist Government of China.” 
Surveying the general work sit­ 
uation, Eisenhcwer said the last 
year had been a "great strategic 
change.” 
"That precious intangible, the 
initiative, is becoming ours,” he 
continued. "As a major theme for 
American policy during the com­ 
ing year, let our joint determina­ 
tion be to hole this new initiative 
and to use it.” 
The President went on to out­ 
line the world situation, area-by­ 
area, and declared that “in the 
unity of the free world lies our 
best chance to reduce the Commu­ 
nist threat without war.” 


U.S., Russia 


Atom Talks 
Start Soon 


WASHINGTON (/Pi — The State 
Department said today the United 
States and Russia will start pre­ 
liminary talks on President Eisen­ 
hower's atomic pool proposal "pre­ 
sumably in the course of the next 
few days." 
The two countries agreed yes­ 
terday 
to 
begin 
conversations 
aimed at setting a time, place 
and agenda for full scaled nego­ 
tiations on the project outlined by 
Eisenhower in his Dec. 8 address 
to the United Nations. 
Soviet Ambassador Georgi M. 
Zarubin will represent Russia and 
Secretary of State Dulles will 
speak for the United tSates at the 
preliminary talks here. 
State Department Press Officer 
Henry Suvdam told his news con­ 
ference today: 
"The procedural conversations 
between Secretary Dulles and Am­ 
bassador Zarubin will be arranged 
at their mutual convenience, pre­ 
sumably in the course of the next 
few days.” 
* 
Under questioning, Suydam said 
he meant the talks would get un 
der way by then. 
"The secretary will be leaving 
for Berlin at the end of the week 
after next,” Suydam reminded re­ 
porters, referring to the Big Four 
Foreign Ministers Conference sche­ 
duled Jan. 25 at Berlin. 
Asked whether other nations, 
such as Britain and Canada, which 
have atomic facilities, will be con­ 
sulted on the Dulles-Zarubin talks, 
Suydam said he had "no informa­ 
tion on that.” The Eisenhower 
plan was for all nations "princi­ 
pally involved” in atomic energy 
development to pool their mater­ 
ials and knowledge to develop 
peacetime uses of atomic energy.

“Just w hat is a waitress sup­ 
posed to reply to th at?” demands 
Evelyn scornfully. 
Also on her black list are diners 
with regal complexes who barely 
grunt a greeting, snarl about food 
and service, and leave a dime tip.

It is the guest’s own fault if the 
food is not perfect when he has 
kept the entire kitchen and din­ 
ing room staff waiting for a half 
hour or more."

Plan For Feather 


River Project 


OROVILLE (A*) — The billion- 
dollar Feather River Project, says 
Governor Goodwin Knight, may 
have to be built on a pay-as-you- 
go basis — "major revenue-pro­ 
ducing portions first, building the 
rest as revenues accumulate.” 
"When our final studies are 
completed ” the governor told the 
Oroville Chamber of Commerce 
last night, “I believe we will be in 
a position to plan ultimate repay­ 
ment of r.ll reimbursable costs of 
construction, 
maintenance 
a n d 
o^ration entirely from the pro­ 
ject’s water and power revenues.” 
He suggested the main parts of 
the project—involving the largest 
system of flood control, water 
transportation and hydroelectric 
works ever planned by the state— 
might be financed from state- 
backed, low interest general obli­ 
gation bonds. They would require 
approval of California voters. 
Knight cautioned such authori­ 
zation "might be difficult to ob­ 
tain.” Ht said state bonds for the 
project—calling for a huge dam 
| near Oroville, and a canal and 
tunnel system to transport water 
as far south as San r :go County 
—could be obtained at a much 
lower interest rate than straight 
revenue bonds purchased from in­ 
vestment bankers. 
“We must build the Feather 
River project, and soon,” Knight
